cumspect and searching attention as are neces- 
sary toa final decision. Wien it is known that 
the work of a Supreme Judge in the days of 
Kent, and Parsons, and Marshall consisted of 
writing ten or a dozen opinions during the year, 
the extent of the present work may be properly 
estimated. For the rest, it is well known among 
lawyers that the work or the Supreme Judges 
is incessant. They keep. their business well 


cleared up, and there are now 1,100 opinions on 


file which have never yet béen reported. For 


labor like this the sum of $5,000 is paid 


to lawyers of wide learning and large en- 
perience, who could readily earn from 
$10,000 to $20,000 in private practice. 
At the same time that the judicial salaries were 
fixed, the salary and fees of the State's Attorney 
for Cook County were so regulated as to insure 
an income of $15,000 per annum, a sum equal to 
the combined salaries of three Supreme Judges. 

It is not only claimed that the salary of a Su- 
preme Judge is disproportionate to his services, 
much less than he could earn in private practice, 
and inadequate to his personal and family ax- 
penses, but it is also asserted with considerable 
reason that the distinction which has been made 
has had the effect of cheapening the Supreme 
Bench in the eyes of the people. It is undoubt- 
edly one of those circummtances that exert an 
influence upen the average sentiment of the péo- 
ple. Junius cites ae an illustration in point 
the haranguing of a town-meeting by the State's 
Attorney, in which he endeavored to roll upon 
the Supreme Court the blunders that he had 
made in the trial of cases which had been 


reversed, When the speaker referred to a par- 


ticular reversal by Chief Justice Lawrence, one 
of the audience cried out: How much did he 
get for it?” and the speaker answered, I don't 
know,” though he knew perfectly well that 
neither the Chief-Justice nor any Associate-Jus- 
tios om the Supreme Bench of Dlinois ever ro- 
ceived a bribe. The same disposition to im- 
peach the integrity of the Supreme Bench in an 


salary question had anything to do with it. . 
The conclusion of this statement of the griev- 
ances of the Supreme Judges is that Judge 
Thornton has done well to reéign, and there is. 
an intimation that the other Supreme Judges 
had better follow his example. There are indi- 
cations that this step has been seriously contem- 
plated. Judge Scott has announced his intention 
to resign, and Chief Justice Lawrence has de- 
termined to make no effort for re-election, or to 
demagogues have Apread among the people who 
are agitated on the railroad question. The res- 
ignation of any of our Supreme Judges at the 
present time is to be seriously deprecated. 
Whatever grievances they may suffer at the pres- 
ent moment, it is their duty to retain their 
places until the public mind is in u calmer con- 
dition than at present. Their resignations at 
ter of the Supreme Bench of the State. 
There would be danger that unscrupulous and 
corrupt adventurers would succeed in eontrol- 
ling the court of last resort. No change 
could be so detrimental to the best interests of 
the State as this. Kt is in times of public com- 
bulwark of publio aatety, as affording a calm, 
undisturbed, and impartial review of hasty legis- 
lation and dangerous precedents. So long as 
our Supreme Bench has men like those who now 
adorn it, there is no danger that its decisions will 
be influenced by corrupt means or misdirected 
rage. It is the duty of these gentlemen to stand 
by their post, leaving it to time to justify their 
course and remove their grievances.
